Mr Sharp pointed out that whilst the 
duty of the Directors was clear and plain 
to make as much income 48 possible for 
the shareholders, yet that at the same 
time a narrow and exclusive policy might 
not-be to the ultimate interest of the 
Company, which was as much concerned 
in a wide extension of insurance over all 
the property of the Island as in the 
maintenance of a high tiriff of premia.

HONGKONG HORTIOULTURAL 


EXHIBITION SOCIETY, 

Tats afternoon the annual Flower Show 
of tho: Hongkong Horticultural Exhibi- 
tion Society was opened. in the Public 
Gardens, and will be continued to-mor- 
row. ° Residents -in tha Colony need not 
be reminded how exceptionally cold it 
has been during the lest few days, Had 
it been so cold to-day anit was yester 
day, visitors to the show must have felt 
it a serious drawback to their enjoyment, 
Fortunately, however, the weather was 
much warmer to-day ‘than it has been 
|for some time, and what with the at- 
tractions of the flowers, the picturesque- 
ness of the surrounding scenery and the 
excellent music discoursed by the’ Band 
of the 28th Regiment, promenading in 
the Gardens must’ have been rather 
enjoyable, ‘The exhibition, as usual, was 
held under a long matshed erected on 
the broad torrhee partly opeupled by the 
fountain, A more pleasant or appropriate 
spot for a flower show could hardly 
be desired, In the midst of a: beautiful 
ardon, with its handsome trees and well- 
rept walks, the visitor is able to enjoy one 
of the finest viswa to be found in the Far 
East, at any rate out of Japan. Our 
harbour, with its shipping, is 8 gtand 
sight in itself, and becomes far grander 
when the bold background.of mountains 
on the mainland is included, The centre 
of the matshed, which was of course gaily 


| decorated with flags, was occupied by the 


most imposing portion of the exhibition 
that of the flowers in pots ; the right 
end being devoted to the vegetables, and 
the left to the out flowers, table decora- 
tiona and some. miscellaneous exhibite, 
There was some little delay in getting 
things arranged and the prizes awarded 
mainly in consequence of tho reckless 
way in which articles for exhibition 
were sent in up to the last moment 
and ‘even somewhat later, We saw 
some things struggling for a place long 
after the Judges had commenced their 
rounds. His Excellency the Governor,

COLONEL GORDON’S MISSION. 


The Times,in alluding to Colonel Gordon’s 
Egyptian. expedition, says:—A singularly 
interesting episode has occurred in’ the 
career of 8, soldier who, in different cir: 
ovmstances from those of our time, might 
have repeated the éxploits of. Clive. In 
China Colonel Gordon showed thet he -was 
o born leader of men by the ascondency: 
which he gained over the vainest people in 
the world, and by the good fighting stuff 
which be fashioned out of on essentially 
unwarlike race. ‘ Ifthia country had wished 
to acize any part of China, instead, ft boing 
nervously anxious to avoid such a con- 
quest—if it bad possessed the craving for 
territory which made it favour the annoxn. 
tions of tho East India Company—Colonel 
Gordon could easily have carved fresh 
States ont of the loose and decaying Em. 
pire, Happily, he has been better em: 
ployed in Central Africa, where he’ has 
continued the work bogan by Sir Samuel 
Baker in 1869, Tho purposes for which 
Sir Samacl was sent up the Nile by the 
Egyptian Government wore cgrtainly e2- 
tensive, He was to subjugate the coun- 
tries to the south of Gondokoro, suppress 
the glave trade, introduce a syatem of 
regular commerce, aid make a navigable 
way to tho great lakes of the Hquator. It 
fgno wonder that hia success was but 
partiol.

: (Scientific American.) 

The most delicious: of all perfumed 
asronces is obtained by the elmple distilla- 
tion of rose leaves. In our climate roses 
are not sufficiently highly scented to produce 
‘the proporly odoriferous essence: or oil ; 
ond all that the druggists can produce from 
rose-leaven is rose-water, which in fact is 
water slightly impregnated with the essence 


or oil, which in to # amall degree soluble y 


init. ,The most favourable country for the 
production of the mort highly-soonted roaes 
is the middle portion of European Turkey, 
at the bdse of the southern slope of the 
Balkan Mountains, where: the ‘Yoses are 
grown in I-calitles where they ara protected 


aga‘net. all winds except those from the y 


aouth ; and the fuwere thus attain a luxuri- 
ance in perfume and in growth, aa well as 
in sie, of which those who have not visited 
thesa regions cau bardly-form any idea, 
The town of Keézanlik, situated in ‘the 
province of that name, is the centre of the 
field of cultivation and distillation of. the 
rose-leaves. The leaves are gathered all 
over tho province,’ which is forty miles 
long, and is watered. by the river Thungha 
and the many mountain streams which 
diecharge iato the same, furnishing~the 
water necessary for the diatillation, To 


ive an Idea of the extent which this | ¥ 
industry bas attained, we need-only say-| 


that there are in that province one hundred 
and twenty-eight different villages, of which 
the inhabitants are all employed in the 
culture of the beautiful flowers.. These all 
live in poace together, ' Turks and Chris- 
tiang ; aud they prosper, baving become. 
wise by experience, finding that it is better’ 
to work than to waste time In roligious or 
political quarrels. 

Almost all the country is occupied by 
rose plantations, and-only a comparatively 
small portion is devoted to raising rye and 
barley for the subsistence of the inhabitants 
aud their cattle. The rose grows best op 
those parts of the slopes where the sun 
shines most, and which is: the least north- 
ern in exposure, A light soil-is bent, and 
the planting ia done during spring. and 
autumn, in parallel ditches threo inches 
deep ‘and five apart, In these ditches 
shoots! from old rose-treas are laid ; they 
must, ‘however, not be cut from the tree, 
but torn off, s0 that each shoot has some 
portion of the root or Lark of the root sd- 
herent. They ate then covered with earth 
mixed with a little manure, If the land is 
horigontal, and a mtountain stream oan be 
diverted no as to indadate it, this is done, 
to hasten the growth at the. ond of six 
‘months shoots are seen coming up all along 
the furrows, and at the end of one year 
these shoots are three or four feet high, 
forming regular hedges, At the end of the 
second year roseé appear, but. not in.sufl:

POCKETS, . 


(Now York Times.) 

A London magistrate lately told a woman 
whose pooket had been picked, that if women 
hela and plan of their 
pockets, thoy would not so frequently suffer 
from the depredations of light-tingered 
thieves, This was a judicial opinion of 
remarkable acuteness and exceptional value, 
in so far os it indicated the true reason why 
women are the-favgutite prey of pickpockets, 
Still, it ia one thing to point out an evil thot 
deserves to be remedied, and quite another 
Fane or the remedy. The court which 
dknounced the present temalé. substitute for 
a pocket did uot suggest any practicable 
improvement upod it, and, im eed, it is 
doubtiul if any man who ig :not a: pro- 
fessional scigntilic person is fully capable of 

dealing with so dificult a question. 
Man ie marsupial, and herein he is broadly 
distinguished from woman, Nature has 
rovided him with pockets in his trousers, 
8 waistcoat, and hisicoat, The number is, 
not always the same, some men having, in 
the aggregato, twelvo distinot pockets, great 
and: small, while-others have only eight or 
nino; but'a man totally without pockots 
would bea /usus nature, It is remarkable 
that pockets are not congenital, but are 
slowly developed duri.g obildhood and 
outh, ‘The trousers-pockets, which axe 
earliest developed, seldom make their ap- 
pearance before the fifth year, and ono of 
these usually comes ‘to maturity ten or 
twelve months before its fellow, About 
the eighth’ year a male child develops two 
and sometimes three coat-pockets, and two 
ears later: the lower veat-pooketa appear. 
‘Nature then pauses in her work, and it is 
not until the fourteenth year that the small 
fob-pockets of the waistcoat and the watoh- 
pocket of the trousers are developed. The 
uppearavee of the pistol~pooket and the'two 
cout-tail-pockets is usually synohronous with 
the cutting of the wisdom tecth. .When 
theso have reached maturity, the normal 
development, of pockets coases—for the 
comparatively recent discovery of isolated 
specimens of men with pockets in the sleeves 
of their overcdats, apparently designed for

Why nature constructed woman without 
true pockets. it does not become us to 
iniquire, although the fact might easily be 
interpreted as an evidence that women are 
not’ designed to become the military or civil 
leaders of mankind, It.is sufficient for us 
to know that the pocket, in the sciontific 
sense. of the term, is the monopoly of ‘the 
male sex, for it is not yet established that 
even Dr. Mary Walker has developed a 
really masoulino pocket, “Emulous of the 
more gifted sex, women have striven to 
supply the deticiencies of naturé by art, and 
boldly claim that the mysterious and unseen 
bags which they carry concealed, about their 
persons are virtually pockets, On this‘point 
the distinguished anutomist Cuvier says +— 
“The capacious muslin organ generally 
called the female pocket has none of the 
essential characteristics of the true pooket. 
It is situated o little lower than the placquet, 
and forms a oul-dvesac, to which the plao- 
quet serves os the entrance, It may. be 
rewdved by the knife without any percep= 
tible effect upon the health, and it is plainly 
artificial and extraneous,” ‘The aome opinion 
is held by all educated anatomists, and,
